{In addition to the fact that the 
‘blood for Crawford County resi- 
dents is free of charge for the 
iblood itself, even more import- 
ant is the fact that the blood 
is ready and available when it 
is needed. It will continue te be 
ready and available only if don- 
ors get out and give blood when 
the blondmohile visits each com- 
munity.

With the 1970 boating 
swimming season at approxi- 
mately the half-way point, the 
Marine Division of the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Department re- 
ports all activities have shown 
a substantial increase over the 
levels of 1969. In response toj 
this increased marine activity,! 

he Sheriff's Department has: 
Npeasac more hours of patrol’ 
time, issued more warnings, and; 
written more citations than in 
any previous season. 

in addition, the marine depu-! 
ties have inspected nearly a 
thousand livery and rental boats 
throughout the county, making 
sure that all vessels meet the 
safety requirements set by the 
state. Of Michigan’s 83 coun- 
ties, Crawford is second only to 
Oakland County in the number 
of livery boats inspected. 

Boat recoveries have also 
shown an increase o-v-e-r last 
year, with a total to date of 12 
lost boats recovered by the Sher- 
if’s Department. 

Inchided in the duties of the 
Marine Division are campground 
inspections, first aid, and com- 
plaint investigation. Still under 
investigation at this writing is a 
case of malicious destruction of 
property at the Paddle Brave 
Canoe livery. 

The Seriff’s Department urges 
all boaters to comply with the 
safe-boating regulations of Mich- 
igan, and to cooperate with the 
marine safety officers. Copies 
of the Michigan Marine Safety 
Act of 1967 are available and can 
be obtained by stopping at the 
Sheriff’s office in the county 
building.

LANSING ~— A $10.9 million 
bid for construction of an inter- 
change linking Interstate 696 
and Interstate 75 freeways in 
Oakland County was among Jow 
bids received July 15 on 27 pro- 
jects, the State Highway Cam- 
mission said today. Low bids to- 
taled more than $17 million. 

Ivan Scaworn & Sons of Tra- 
verse City and D. J. McQuestion 
& Sons of Dearborn Heights were 
joint low bidders on a projeci 
for construction of four miles 
of 1-75 freeway near Roscomi- 
mon. Their bid was $2,583,064. 
The project is part of the un- 
completed link of the freeway 
between J-696 and Sault Ste. Ma- 
rie, and is 4.1 miles of I-75 from 
southwest of Roscommon near 
M-18, north into Crawford Coun- 
ty.

The Saga Of Hamtramck 


‘Did you hear the story about the city that had 


“to go out of business? It seems they had more 


peupie on the city payroll than they had left to 
pay the taxes. 

No, its not the latest Polish joke — at least of 
the standard Polish joke variety. 

Instead, it’s the saga of Hamtramck. A city 
within a city. Hamtramck and its 34,000 residents 
are completely ‘surrounded by Detroit — 
geographically, ethnically, socially, economicatly, 
and in most other ways. And Hamtramck is 
famous as a small enclave of Poland in this 
country. 

Well, it seems the city of Hamtramck went 
broke. The city ran out of money, partly — 
according to newspaper reports — because the 
payroll was too big, and city officials didn’t want 
to lay off anybody. 


Regardless of how the situation finally is 
resolved, there appear at least three lessons for 
other govermmenta! and citizens in general ta be 
noted from Hamtramck’s plight: - 

1. ‘The public treasury is not a bottomless pit. 


What goes out OL Wwe pusue ceasury in the form 
of expenses must come into the treasury, primarily 
in ihe form of taxes. . taxes from somebody. 

‘A government may be able to get by with 
questionable financial and budgeting practices for 
a while, perhaps for many years. But sooner or 
later, if a government spends more than it it 
collects, it is going to be in trouble. 


2. Local units of government have the right to 
be treated equally by state government; but it can 
get to be expensive for the state. 

For example, one of Gov. Milliken’s legislative 
proposals for this year was a $5 million 
no-strings-attached outright state grant to the city 
of Detroit to help Detroit solve some of its 
problems. For Detroit, $5 million is something of 
a drop in the bucket, but Milliken’s Proposal was 
sort of a ‘‘my-heart *sin-the- right-place” type of 
idea. And the legislature pretty much went along 
with the plan.
